What can be done about 
weakfoot? 

The earlier it is recognized 
the better, Most cases of 
weakfoot can be helped by 
making sure that a child 
wears sturdy, correctly fitted 
shoes. Severe cases, however, 
should be examined by an or- 
thopedist, podiatrist, or chir- 
opodist. He may prescribe 
specially fited shoes to help 
correct the inward tilt of the 
ankle.
